(a) The "metallic feed" raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. 

( c) The proposed amendment of claim 1 , "metallic feed" does not overcome the claim rejections made in the last Office action. An 
ordinary art in the field could not claim that Rousseau's device is not capable of cutting any metallic feed material. For example, a plastic 
disposable knjfe is capable of cutting metallic material. This is done all the time at the Chipotley reastaurant where they wrap a 
sandwitch in an aluminum metallic wrap and cut it in half with a plastic disposable knife. 

Furthermore, it is not clear how much weight should be given to the "metallic feed" because the limitation is in a pre-amble and not in the 
body of the claim. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the applicatipn in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "pulverizing" and 
"shredding" is different.. This is totally irrelevant because there is no word such as "shredding" or "pulverizing" in claim 1 .
